The liberal ijead- 
ers are naturally much, pleased,.at the 
large majority in this city arid prov- 
ince, showing, as they do, that the 
appeals of the French conserv-tive 
candidates for votes against Laurier 
because of his sending aid to the! Brit- 
ish in Africa had failed of their ef- 
fort. “French liberals,” said a leading 
English citizen to-night, “have cov- 
ered themselves with. glory by protesi- 
ing so firmly as they have by their 
votes against the appeals to racial pre- 
judices. Their votes like their recent 
welcome to the returning jroops have 
affirmed their loyalty tothe empire,of 
which they have sOaiten given proof.”

The United 
Kingdom is by all edds the best cus- 
tomer France has in the world, taking 
1,200 millidn franes’ worth of French 
goods, or more than One-third of the 
entire(exports of that country, of 


which wines and silks form 
a very large portion. . While 
France is a good customer 


of (British producers, the balance 
of trade between the two countries is 
largely in favor of France, the Jatter | 
country taking 700 million francs’ | 
worth of British goods.

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HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Any even numbered section of Lo- 
minion lands in Manitoba or the North- 
west Territories, excepting 3 and 20, 
which has not been homesteaded, re- 
served to provide wood lots for set- 
tlers, or for other purposes, may be 
homesteadied upon by any person who 
is the sole head af a family, or any 
male over 18 years of age, to the ek- 
tenlt of one quarter section of 160 acres. 
more or less, t 

Entry naawy be made personally alt 
tha Jocal land office for the district in 
which the land to be taken is: situated, 
or if tte homesteader desires he may, 
dn application ‘to the minister of the 
interior, Ottawa, the commissioner of 
immigration, Wixnipeg, or the loca] 
ageat for the district in which the land 
is situated receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fea of 
$10 is charged for an ordinary home- 
stead entry; but for lands which have 
been occupied an additional fee of $5 
or $10 is chargeabla to meet cancella- 
tion or inspection and cancellation ex- 


Under the present law homestead 
duties mugt be performed in one of’ the 
following ways, namely :— 

(i). By at least six months’ resi- 
denca wpon and cultivation of the land 
id each year during the term of three 
years, i ' 

(2). Lf the father (or the mother, if 
the father is dececsed) of any person 
who is eligible to make a homestead 
entry resides upon a farm in the 
Vicinity of the land entered for by 
guch person as a homestead, the re- 
quirements of the law as to residence 
[rior to obtaining patent may be satis- 
tied by such person residing with the 
father or mcther. 

(3). If a settler has obtained a 
patent for his first homestead, or a 
cectificate for the issue of such patent 
pountersigne1 in the manner prescrib- 
ed by the Dominion Lands Act, and 
has obtained entry for a second home- 
stead, the requirements of this act as 
td residence prior to obiaining patent 
may be saitisfied by ‘residence wpon! the 
first_homestea d, 

(4). If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned by 
him in the vicinity of his homestead 
the requirements of the law as to resi- 
detce may be satisfied by residence 
upon the said land; x A 

Application for patent shuld be 
made at the end of the three years, 
before the local agent, sub-agent or 
the homestead inspector. Before mak- 
ing application for patent the settler 
must give six moniths’ notice in writ- 
ing to the commissioner of Dominion 
lands at Ottawa of his intention to do 
so. When, for the convenience of the 
settler, applicetion for patent is made 
before a homestead inspector, a fee of 
$5 is charged, 

Newly arrived immigrants will re- 
ceive at the immigration office in 
Winnipeg, or at any Dominion lands 
office in Manitoha or the Northwest 
Territories, information as to the lands 
that are open for entry, and from {the 
officecs in charge, free of expense, ad- 
vice and assistance in securing lands 
td suit them; and’ full information re- 
specting the land, timber, coal and 
mineral laws, as well as_ respecting 
Dominion lands in the railway belt 
ir British Columbia, may be obtained 
upon appliceition to the secretary of 
tha department of the interior,, Ot- 
tawa; the commissioner of immigra- 
tion, Winnipeg, Manitoba; or to any 


of the Dominion Lands agents in 
Manitoba or the Northwest Terri+

THE SOLDIERS’ RETURN. 

Although it was between 2 and 3 
a@clock Thursday morning when ‘the 
Idalio was siginalled off Halifax, hun- 
drecs were still on the streets, hav- 
ing counitied confidently on the arriy- 
al of thie steamer. By early dawn the 
number had increased to thousands 
and the harbor was covered with 
craft, The government steamer Ar- 
cadia, ‘With ‘the deputy -ninister of 
militia, Lieut. Col. Pinault, and the 
general officers of the department on 
board, was one of tha earliest visitors 
and wes received with a mighty 


in- 


trobipship passed through the excursion 
boats to the wharf. A salute of 50 
guns was fired from the citadel, and 
others followed suit. This was the 
signal! for the starting of chimes and 
bells from ‘the city, which from then 
Onf added their welcome notes. Along 
the water front of a mile or more of 
wharves, grealt throngs had gathered 
and the cheering was incessant and 
the enitthusiasm intense as the troop 
shipl slowly steamed toward the land- 
ing plawe, her rails lined with khaki 
clad warriors who were returning 
from their year of fighting on the 
veldt of Africa, cmd who heartily re- 
Sponied to ithe cheers. A hundred 
yards from where the idaho passed, 
th battleship, Crescent, a magnificent 
warshig, gave her own welcome, Her 
600 sailors hid gaithered in tthe rig- 
ging and gave mighty British cheers, 
which were hardly drowned even 
amid the thunder of the salute given 
by. the grealt guns of the ship, The 
men in khaki exchanged cheers and 
salutes with the men in blue, and 
the famous band of.the Crescent play- 
ed “Home Sweeti Home,” till many 
eyes wera wet. with tears, 
Only the relatives of the men were 
allowed 2iecess to ‘the admiralty 
wharf where the men were landing. 
Vast crowds had gathered on the 
heights around 'the harbor and chok- 
ed the principal 'thordughfares of the 
city, The first men to greet the re- 
turned soldiers besides their relatives 
were tha 50 of their own invalided 
comrades just ,returned from Africa, 
and the greeting between them was 
very warm indeed. Mjr. Pelletier was 
first off the ship, followed oy the 
members of A company, Toronto, and 
Hamilton C company came last. All 
the men got a magnificent reception, 
buii the most enthusiastic of all was 
naturally given Nova Scotia’s own 
sons, af H comipany. The men form- 
e4 up ia front of the admiralty  of- 
fices, went through a few movements 
with precision ard then the proces- 
sion started. Mounted policemen led 
the way anid the Crescent’s 600 sai- 
lors took part. Counting the jatter 
ana the returned soldiers there were 
not less than 5,000 soldiers in line. 
The Royal Canadians were, of course, 
the heroes af the day, aind after 
them the Crescent’s men, who drag- 
ged with them one, of the ship’s great 
naval guns. The delay in the arrival 
of ‘the shiip| only aliowed the arrange- 
ments tol be made fmore perfect. Sever- 
al greati archies had! been) erected with 
massive pillars of evergreens, There 
were myriads of flags flying, great 
and small. At one spot there were 
sad rememberances of ‘tthe horrors of 
war and ‘the perils the Royal Cana- 


dians ‘had passed through in the 
shage of pictures of Lieut. Harold 
Borden and John Sievert, two of Na- 
va Scotia’s sons, who had fallen, Ilt 
is impossible to exaggerate the in- 
tensity and universality of the en- 
thusiasm which the return of the 


troofs aroused. The day was nun- 
ique in the history of Halifax; The 
celebration was kept up all day and 
all night, a magnificent display of 
fireworks and brilliant illuminations 
being features of the evening. The 
men for Ontario and western points 
left on a \specicl train at 1 ofclock 
in the morning.

The Chinese minister has received 
a despatch stating that Kang Yi, a 
member of the cabinet with Yung Lu, 
and, ‘one af the intensa anti-foreign 
de- 
manded hy the powers, died of illness 
on the 18th instant, also that Yu 
Hsien, the late governder of Shansi, 
whp is said to have been responsible 


leaders whose punishment was 


for the death of many missionaries 
has committed suicide by swallowing 
gold leaf. Minister Wu regards this 
acti as the result of thie disfavar which 
the high officials have received from 
the throne. The death of Kang Yiis 
ani importanit event, as ha was one, of 
the ringleaders whose punishment 
was demanded by the powers. ‘Fol- 
lowing the demanids of the powers for 
his punishment an edict was issued 
handing him over ‘to the board cf cen- 
sors to consult and decide a penalty 
for his misdoings. Although the des- 
patch to minister Wu! says only that 
Kang Yi “died” on the i8th instant, 
it is thought that this “death” 
the natural result of the disgrace 
which has overtaken ‘the anti-foreign 
and Boxer element. Governor Yu's 
methoi bt sukide. by swallowing gold 
leaf is a means by which high Chi- 
nese personages take ‘their life, ‘the 
gold leaf being representtaitive of their 
high staition. The leaf forms a con- 
gealed ball ini ‘the canals of the body. 
and brings death from - suffocation. 
Minister Wu’s advices to-day also 
show that Prince Tuan has been visited 
with! severe censure from the throne 
and, tii such an exitent that iti would/ be

| nd surprise if Le fallowed the coursd of 


Kang Yi and Yu. He has been pre- 
vented from accompanying the Imper~ 
ial court to Sinanfu, and remains at 
‘Shansi, cut off from further influence 
on the throne. It is expected that he 
will be banished, To a Prince of the 
blobd{ this is woese than’ decapitation, 
and, under ‘the Chinese fidea, of proprie- 
t¥ suicide is likely: ‘to be his end, Min- 
ister Wu laid his despatches before 
Secretary Haty.
